Toward the middle of the 16th century, 
Francis |., King of France, obtained pos- 
session of the whole country of Piedmont, 
by conquest, and regulated its affairs by 
means of a parliament at Turin. The 
pontifical char was then filled by Paul III. 
who plied the parliament so sedulously to 
proceed against these pernicious beretics, 
the Waldenses, that the receut scenes of 
France and Calabria were now reacted in 
Piedmont ; numbers of the Waldenses, 
being committed to the flames. These 
things were, io a great measure, new 
amongthem. They, therefore, presented 
an address to the King, humbly supplica- 
ting that they might be indulged with the 
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sane privileges under his goverament, 
which they and their forefathers had so 
long enjoyed under the bouse of Savoy. 
But Fraocis turned a deaf ear to their 
prayer, commanding them to be regula- 
ted im the concerns of religion by the laws 
of the Roman church, or they should be 
puoisbed as heretics, adding, that he did 
not burn the followers of Luther in every 
part of France, to permit a nest of here- 
tics torest secare in the bosom of the 
Alps. They were, therefore, commanded 
by the parliament to send away their pas- 
tors on pain of death; and in their room 
to receive priests belonging to the Catho 
lic church, to conduct their worship and 
sing masses forthem. The Waldenses 
replied, that in what regarded their reli- 
gious worship, they could obey no com- 
mands which interfered with the laws of 
God, to whom they rather chose to be 
obedient, in every thing that concerned 
his service, than to follow the fancies and 
inclinations of men. 

But the King’s attention being engaged 
at this time in more important concerns, 
he did not immediately prosecute his mea- 
sures against the Waldenses, and the par- 
liament relinquished. the matter to the 
court of inquisition, who committed to the 
flames as many as they could apprehend. 
Not long after this, the parliament of Tu- 
rin again resumed the subject, resolving 
to aid by every means in their power, 
the efforts of the inquisitors, and appoint- 
ed a person of the name of St. Julian, 
president, and sent him throughout the 
valleys. Hewas armed with the King’s 
authority, and accompanied by an asses- 
sor, to compel the Waldenses either to 
conform to the church of Rome or to put 
them to death ; promising to render their 
agents every assistance which they might 
require, either to reduce to obedience, or 
exterminate them. But finding it impos- 
sible to tertify these people by threats, 
or to seduce them from their allegiance 
to the truth by alluring expedients, they 
reported to the parliament that to exter- 
minate the Waldenses must be the work 
of a King, and a King of France too. 
They, therefore, transmitted a report ot 
this matter to Francis, and left the furth- 
er persecution of these innocent Chris- 
trans to his own discretion. His majesty 
reported his pleasure that all his subjects 
in Piedmont should be compelled to attend 
mass on pain of corporal punishment, and 
the confiscation of their goods; and St. 
Julian was sent to enforce obedience. 
But the people were as averse to compli- 
ance as they ever had been, and resolved 
that they would obey no decrees which 
were inconsistent with their duty to God. 
This contumacious behaviour inflamed 
the parliament to the bighest pitch. They 
proceeded against them im the most sum- 
mary manner, causing all that could be ap- 
prebended in Piedmont, and on the con- 
fines of the valleys, to be committed to 
the flames at Turin. This cruel order 
was executed upon severa], who perished 
with firmness and Christian resignation 


While these things were in progress,

lite, and his son Henry II. raised to the 
throne. The Protestant princes of Ger- 
many, now moved with compassion for the 
poor persecuted Waldenses, imerceded 
for them with Henry, and their application 
was not without success, for they contin- 
ued unmolested until peace was .conclu- 
ded between France and Spain, in the 
year 1559, at which time Piedmont was 
restored to the Duke of Savoy. 

No sooner had the peaceable inhabitants 
of Piedmont become the subjects of Phil- 


Pignerol to prosecute the most sanguinary 
measures against the Waldenses ; and the 
latter, to counteract it, presented an hum- 
ble petition to their sovereign, avowing the 
principles of their faith—their readiness 
to yield obedience to their civil rulers, in 


rights of conscience—their anxious wish 
to live peaceably with their neighbours, 
and boldly affirming, that though often 
provoked to it, they had done violence to 


ne man. ‘They remind him, that it is no 
trifling thing to nght agaiust Gov; and 


beseech him to consider well what he 1s 
about to undertake, before he imbrues his 
hands in innocent blood. ‘*We shall reli- 
giously obey all your highness’ edicts, 
(say they) se far as conscience will permit 
—but Jesus is our Saviour; and when 
conscience says nay, your highness knows 
that it is our duty to obey God rather than 
man. While we frankly acknowledge the 
right of Cesar te demand from us what 
belongs to Cesar, we must also render to 
God what is due to Him.”’ 

But whether this petition did not arrive 
in time, or whether the Duke turned a 
deaf ear to it, it seems that in the year 
1561 the inhabitants of the valleys were 
considerably harassed by the military ; in 
consequence of which, they came to the 
resolution of sending deputies to Turin, 
to prevail upon the Dutchess, who was re- 
ported to be favoarably disposed towards 
their cause, to intercede for them. In 
this instance they were more successful. 
An edict was issued in favour of the Wal- 
denses, bearing date, June 5, 1551, gran- 
ting them free toleration in the exercise 
of their religion, and the restoration of all 
property which had been confiscated. 

This calm, however, lasted only about 
four years ; for in 1565, at the importu- 
nate request of the Catholic party, an edict 
was issued, enjoining every subject 


their several districts, within ten days 
after its publication, and there either de- 
clare their readiness to goto mass or quit 
the country intwo months. The magis- 
trates were, at the same time, directed to 
take particular cognizance of such as re- 
fused compliance, and transmit informa- 
tion thereof to his highness. 

The Protestant princes of Germany 
having received information of this tre- 
mendous blow which now threatened the 
Waldenses, very humanely interposed 
with the Duke, forthe purpose of ward- 
ingit off. The Elector Palatine of the 
Rhine, in particular, addressed a long let- 
ter to him (occupying seven pages in folio) 
which he transmitted by the hands of one 
of his counsellore. 

This letter, which may be found at 
length in Morland’s account of the chur- 
ches of Piedmont, breathes throughout 
the spirit of genuine Christianity, and 
throws much light upon the amiable char- 
acter, and suffering condition of the Wal- 
denses in Piedmont, at the middle of the 
16th century. It appears to have had 
the happiest effects upon the Duke; and 
supported as it was, by the personal ap- 
plication of the Dutchess, who is said to 
have been ‘‘a pious and virtuous prin 


hong over the unoffending inhabitants of 
the valleys. They appear to have enjoy- 
ed peace until the year 157!, when the 
rage of their inhuman governor, Castro- 


time, had joined several princes of Eu- 
rope, in a league offensive against the 
Protestants, which he had no sooner done, 
than he began to molest his Protestant 
subjects in the valleys. He first of all 
forbade them to hold any correspondence 
with the Waldenses of Dauphiny, on pain 
of death, and next they were forbidden to 
assemble in any synod or council, unless 
it were in the presence of the intolerant 
Castrocaro. These things sufficiently in- 
dicated the gathering of another storm ; 
but the Dutchess again humanely interpo- 
sed, and with effect ; for she procured the 
continuance of their privileges; and, in- 
deed, during her life, she remained their

‘them protection. They tound him faith- 
ful to his word for he treated them with 
jmuch gentleness and moderation till the 
iday of his death, August 30, 1580. 

He was succeeded by his son, Charles 
‘Emanuel, who stated bis resolution to fa- 
|vour the Waldenses in the free exercise 
of their religion. and to protect them 
against all outward harm. His govern- 
ment proved highly conducive to their 
interes’s until the lose of that century. 
| But in the year f001, he issued an edict, 
commanding all the inhabitants of the mar- 
quisate of Saluces, who dissented from 
the church of Rome, to appear individu- 
ally before the magistrates, and there de- 
clare whether or not they would renounce 
their profession, and go to mass—in the 
former case promising them peace and 
protection—in the latter immediate exile 
and the confiscation of their property. 
Instead, however, of making preparation 
for departure, they senta deputation to 
the Duke, to obtain a revocation, or at 
jleast a modification, of this rigorous edict. 
But Clement VIII., who was then Pope, 
had complete possession of the Duke’s 
ear, and rendered him deaf to every en- 
‘treaty. To carry the edict into full ef- 
fect, a great number of inquisitorial monks 
were dispatched isto the marquisate, who, 
on their arrival, went from house to 
house, examining the inhabitants concern- 
ing their religious profession—and just at 
the eapiration of the term allowed by 
the edict, their deputies returned, but, to 
their surprise and amazement, informed 
them that every hope of redress had van- 
ished. The consequence was that more 
than five hundred families were driven into 
ertle!

Some crossed the Alps, and retired into 
Dauphiny, in France; others to Geneva, 
and its vicinity ; while many songht ref 
uge among their friends in the valleys of 
Piedmont. All the churches in the mar- 
quisate of Saluces, were completely dis 
persed ; and the Pope, with the assistance 
of his inquisitorial band, took special care 
to keep the country clear of them, as 
they had formerly done that of Calabria. 

In the month of January, 1655, the tra- 
gedy of Saluces was reacted over almost 
all the valleys of Piedmont, and with ten- 
foldcruelty. The inhabitants were indis- 
criminately banished in the depth of win- 
ter—their houses plundered, and their 
villages turned into a wilderness of deso- 
Jation. A particular account of this ca- 
tastrophe ts unnecessary. The scenes 
were as horrible as Catholic cruelty could 
make them.

thus increase their power of doing good. 
All iv this country are placed in circum- 
stances more or less favourable for the at- 
tainment of general knowledge ; and it ts 
the duty ofall Christians to avail them 
selves of the privileges they enjoy. By 
the possession of such knowledge, our 
views will be enlarged, and our ability to 
devise and carry forward liberal plans of 
doing good, will be greatly increased. I 
would be the last to recommend the getting 
of knowledge for the sake of gratifying 
pride and haughtily setting ourselves a- 
bove our fellow-men ; but I will be the 
first to recommend it for the noble purpose 
stated. And while I think the acquisition 
of general knowledge an important object, 
it is specially important that we improve 
our knowledge ofthe Bible. I rejoice 
that it has ever been a leading principle 
with the Baptists. to found their belief 
and their practice on this holy volume. 
This principle has, no doubt, led them, 
with the greatest reverence, love and joy, 
to examine its sacred pages. But yet our 
knowledge of its contents is far from per- 
fection. This book should be our great 
study. Inorder to our becoming increas. 
ingly acquainted with it, we need the as- 
sistance of other good books. God has 
raised up mento unfold the pages of his 
holy word : many of these have left the 
fruits of their labours for the good of the 
church in futore ages. These books 
should be carefully read, and compared 
with the unerring oracles. By adopting 
such a course, we shall obtain vast helps 
to understanding the scriptures of truth. 
It is to be lamented that many preachers 
have very little inclination to use such as- 
sistances, and so remain comparatively ig- 
norant. And it is also to be lamented 
that there are many of our people, who 
reluctantly touch a book, and who never 
read from beginning to end one that con- 
tains solid thought. It is nainful that 
euch things ere true ; but that they are, 
the writer. from bis own observation, has 
nota doubt. This habit of listlessness 
and aversion to books must be cured. It 
cannot be supposed that a man who has but 
moderate opportunities can by his own 
unassisted exertions be able to get a full 
knowledge of the great things contained in 
the Bible. Those things, indeed, most 
important to be known, are so plain that 
the wayfaring man, though a fool, may un 
derstand them ; but there are many other 
things to be found out by laborious exami- 
nation and deep study, with all the help 
we can obtain ; and others still which we 
shall never fully know. But it ts our du- 
ty and our privilege to make all the ad- 
vances towards perfection in our power. 
The great doctrines of Christianity need 
in this day of error to be thoroughly un- 
derstood ; and every one ought to be able 
iu some good measure to defend them, 
while he gives a reason for the hope that 
is in him with meekness and fear. The 
precepts of the gospel and the order of the 
church should be diligently studied and 
thoroughly understood. Our lives are to 
be modelled, by the precepts of Christian- 
ity, apd a conscientious observance of 
them is the grand evidence of our love to 
Christ and his cause. We shall, there- 
fore, greatly err if we know them not. 
Our own particular views of the order of 
the church, as they differ from those of 
many other good men, we should endeav- 
our to understand. And we should be 
able to defend them, for they are often as- 
sailed. Although we would not attach an 
undue importance to the externals of reli- 
gion, yet we cannot but think that much 
evil has resnited to the cause of Christ 
from improper views of the order of the 
church. The necessity therefore of un- 
derstanding and being able to defend the 
true order cannot but be manifest. 

The operations of Providence ought 
never to pass without notice, hence the 
necessity of acquainting ourselves with 
what Is passing mm the world. God in 
these last days is doing wondrous things 
for the church—to be ignorant of these is 
highly criminal. Every Christian should 
endeavour to avail himself of all the means 
within his reach to become acquainted 
with these things. From the numbers 
in our denomination, compared with the 
periodical publications which are read, it 
must be evidept that there is a great defi- 
ciency of information inthis respect. It 
is realy painful to reflect that there are 
many whd call themselves Christiaus, who 
live in houses where they might have 
Magazines aud ‘newspapers for nothing, 
who nevertheless. scarcely ever look at 
them, and never ask forthem. Ifa nation 
were to be born in a day, or a hundred 
millions of fellow mortals be lost for eter- 


nity, they would not know it except by 
chance ; and if they should be thus inform- 
ed, the first of these events would awaken 
very little joy, and the last would not 
cause the heaving a sigh. O God will 
such men and women ever get to heaven ! 
Ministers should take special pains to in- 
form themselves respecting the progress 
of the kingdom of Christ, and then com- 
municate their information to their people. 
There are so many who read nothing 
themselves, that this course seems indis- 
pensible. The increase of information 
respecting the puns of operations of the 
friends of God are necessary, both that 
christians may be able to repel the objec- 
tions made to their benevolent designs, 
and that they may be furnished with mo- 
tives to impel them to action. 

If our denominations could be awaken 
ed toa sease of the importance of the 
subject discussed in this number, no one 
can calculate the good which would re- 
sult from the reformation which would 
follow. 


MR. WOLF’S JOURNAL. 
Damascus Nov. 5, 1823. 

I went with Mr. Lewis to the synagogue. 
As their priests and high priests had been 
taken some weeks before from out of the 
synagogue to prison, they were frightened 
when we entered, but they recovered 
their alarm as soon a3 some came in who 
knew me, and as soon as I explained to 
themthat we were Europeans. One of 
the Jews then sat down near me, and I 
said to him, “ Your sufferings lately have 
caused to me much sorrow and heaviness, 
but my dear brethren, consider that you 
were 70 years in the captivity of Baby- 
lon, and you were at length redeemed ; 
but now you are more than 1800 years in 
captivity, and not yetredeemed. Read, 
read the prophet Daniel, aod pray to God 
that he may enlighten you, and that you 
may see the reason of your captivity.” 

Menahem, the son of Shlome Rofa, a 
rich youth whose father left Damascus by 
night, came to me and sa:d, ** We no lon- 
ger celebrate the Sabbath with joy and 
rest, as before ; we no longer wear on 
the Sabbath day our long fine dress, and 
our wives are deprived of their precious 
dress; I know not where my father is 
now ; our house is sealed, and I am oblie 
ged to sleep one night in that and the next 
in another house ; and I am betrothed to 
a virgia, but the Lord, the Holy One, 
blessed be he, and blessed be his name, 
he only knows when I shall go with her 
tothe wedding. Our minds are in confu- 
sion, and our hearts languish. Harin at 
Acre was unjustly put to death ; Solomon 
Farkhi was poisoned, and now three of 
our chiefs sigh in prison.” 

At Damascus there are seven syna- 
gogues, four colleges, one high priest, 
three chief presidents, and several other 
learned men. Inthe evening, a fanatic 
Jew came to the Capuchin convent du- 
ring my visit in the convent of Terra San- 
ta, where Mr. Lewis lodges, and sought 
for some young men, saying that he knew 
{ had practised magic when at Jerusalem, 
to convert Jews and Mussulmans to the 
Christian faith, and that I came to Damas- 
cus to do the same there. 

Sunday, Nov. 16.—l invited Mr. Lewis 
to dine with me in the Capuchin convent. 
After dinner, so many Jews came to me, 
to whom I preached the Gospel, and gave 
copies of the New Testament, furnished 
me by Mr. Lewis, that one of the friaré 
was very angry. They said they could 
not permit their convent to be made a syn- 
agogue. Mr. Lewis was present, when 
en aged and trembling Jew came to me, 
and requested copies of the Holy Writ, 
and was not moved from his petition by 
the insult of one of the Capuchin friars, 
who was still angry at being disturbed in 
his mass, and said to the poor old Jew, 
“You and your whole race are cursed.’ 
The old man sat down and made no an- 
swer. I produced the New Testament 
and the prophets, and said to him that I 
hoped the God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, would enlighten him by that light 
by which all the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
shall be enlightened, and that Christ will 
be his Redeemer in his old age; and not 
permit him to go with sorrow-to his grave : 
‘Arise, shine, for thy light is come.’ 

Old Man, (with visible joy) ‘And the 
glory of the Lord is risen upon thee.’ . 

He requested a copy of the whole Bi 
ble, and kissing Mr. Lewis’ and my hands, 
he said: * God be merciful to you; give 


me a Bible.’ But, alas! we had none to 
epare. - salt ; 
Nov. 19.—Mbtina Michael, a Maronite 


priest, said fo ge that the English would 
do well to translate some commentaries 
on the Bible» by Protestant divines, and 
that he should wish very 
them. I myself would recommend the 
sound writings of the Protestant divines 
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of Europe being translated into Arabic for 
circalation. I should like to see Scott’s 
answer tq@rool, aod his whole commen- 
tary of th Bible, translated into Arabic, 
with Luther’s on the Epistle to the Gala- 
tians, and others which | could mention. 
By translating the sound divines of Eng- 
land, we should show the Levantine 
Christians at once, that the Protestant 
divines are preachers of repentance unto 
life, and that they proclaim those words of 
the Apostles whereby we shall be saved. 
Thus the native Christians of thie coun- 
try may, by divine grace, be convinced 
that it was only the preaching of Jesus 
Christ which gave rest to the churches 
throughout all Judea and Galilee, and that 
the preaching of Jesus Christ will give 
rest to the churches from age to age. 

I called to-day on the Syrian patriarch, 
who resides at Merdeen, in Mesopotamia, 
but is at present at Damascus. I convers- 
ed with himin Arabic. He believes like 
the rest of his nation, that the Syrians are 
descendants of the children of Israel. 
The Catholics calumniate them by saying, 
that the Syrian Christians believe the di- 
vinity of Christ was crucified. 1 asked 
the patriarch about it, he replied : ‘‘ The 
followers of Rome have calumniateJ us ; 
how could we believe that the Godhead 
could die ? Glass can be broken, but spir- 
it cannot be broken in pieces ; the man-. 
hood of Christ could suffer for our sins, 
but not his Godhead. We believe that 
the Deity was united with the manhood of 
Christ ina way we cannot comprehend, 
but neither can we comprehend how the 
soulis united with the body. There is 
no nation (he continued) more pure in the 
faith, and steadfast, and firm, and mighty, 
than the Syrian nation.” 

I. Do you hold the doctrines of Nesto- 
rius ? 

Patriarch. God forbid; Nestorius and 
Eutychius were heretics. There are 
Nestorians in the mountains of Chaldea, 
but the Eutychians no longer exist. 

Dec. 7.—In the morning I arrived at 
Aleppo, with Mr. Reuben Coster. Mr. 
Barker the consul was at Swedia. Mr. 
Maseyk,the late Dutch consul general, 
much esteemed by all the English travel- 
Jers, came immediately and took me and 
Mr. Coster to his little cottage, for his fine 
house suffered much in the earthquake, 
and he is now building it again.

Jously saved, came also to me. Aleppo is 
now a standing proof how all the beauties 
of this world pass away, and how the 
Lord is mighty to break down the palaces 
of princes, whilst he preserves the hum- 
ble cottages of the poor, and those of low 
estate. Whenl entered Aleppo the first 
time, the Franks lived in houses like pal- 
aces, richly furnished with all the luxuries 
of the East. An earthquake ruined their 
palaces, and happy those fathers who 
counted the number of their families, and 
found them all safe. Seven hundred Jews 
now go about deprived of their eyes, 
no longer able to read Moses and the 
prophets.

We observe some remarks by the editor of 
the Circular published at Wilmington, Del. 
vespecting a communication on the subject of 
Communion at the Lord's table, which appear- 
ed in the Secretary of the I4th ult. and which 
is republished in the Circular of the 24th ult 
The editor remarks that he publishes the com- 
munication “ by desire and is far from sub- 
scribing to the sentiment contained in it,” (and 
continues) “ if there be no christian commun- 
jon until christians agree perfectly on al! minor 
subjects, we despair of witnessing any before 
the millenium.” 

We perfectly agree with the editor of the 
Circular in his last remark ; we believe that 
it is the duty of christians to exercise a spirit 
of condescension to their brethren, and unite 
with them in conffhunion at the Lord’s table, 
notwithstanding they may not exactly agree 
en minor subjects, ; but the important ques- 
tion is, what subjects have we authority from 
God's word to consider of minor importance? 

The design of the communication alluded 
to, was evidently to show, that there must of 
wecessity be some test of communion at the 
Lord's table, held by those who would attend 
to that solemn ordinance in a conscientious 
manner. For it is believed no one would 
think it suitable and proper for the assemblage 
of men introduced by the writer of the com- 
munication, holding such discordant and oppo- 
site opinions, to set down together at the 
Lord’s table, notwithstanding they all elaimed 

to be christians.

Baptism and the Lord's supper, are positive 
institutions peculiar to the Church of Christ. 
All positive institutions are entirely depepd- 
ent on the will of him who enjoins them, and 
they are to be attended to in the manner pre- 
seribed by the authority which institutes them, 
or they sre not attended to at all ; as for iv- 
wtence, when Zlisbe the prophet, directed 
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Naaman the Syrian to go and wash io the 
river Jordan, and be cleansed of his leprosy ; 
had Naaman in this case acted as his own 
heart dictated, he unquestionably would 
have remained a leper; but in as much 
as he obeyed the voice of the Lord by his 
prophet, he was healed, not because the wa- 
ters of Jordan possessed any medicinal quali- 
ties, more than the rivers of Damascus; but 
simply because in subjection to this positive 
institution, he went tothe river Jordan, and 
obediently dipped himself therein. Thus in 
the institutions which pertain to the Church 
of Jesus Christ, we think, we find that water 
baptism, on a personal profession of faith is a 
prerequisite to the ordinance of the supper 
“Then they that gladly received the word 
were baptized.” And we do not read in the 
New Testament, of any that communed at the 
Lord’s table, but such as had previously been 
baptized and united with the visible Church. 
Baptists in this region are by some charged 
with being close communionists, because they 
refuse to commune at the Lord’s table with 
those they think unbaptized; which charge 
we think is improperly urged against them, 
because they do commune with all they bap- 
tize, while those who bring the charge against 
them, are in the practice of performing what 
they are pleased to term baptism upon per- 
sons, and afterwards refuse to admit them into 
the church or to commune with them, and 
baptists think this conduct unwarranted by 
scripture precept or example. 
If baptists could believe they had the right to 
vary from the mode or subject of baptism, €8- 
tablished by Jesus Christ and practised by his 
aposties and the primitive church, they might 
also dispense with the laws and regulations of 
the Lord’s table. In short ifthe baptists are 
correct in their views of the subject and mode 
of baptism, and baptism is a prerequisite to 
communion at the Lord’s table, then they 
would act inconsistently, were they to admit 
those whom they consider unbaptized to com- 
muuion. 
The baptists therefore believe that there is 
a test of church fellowship and communion es- 
tablished in the New Testament by Jesus 
Christ, and believing that this test is a person- 
al profession of repentance towards God, and 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, accompanied 
with correspondent fruits, generally, among 
which are a submission to water baptism, they 
feel bound by their allegiance to the great 
Head of the Church, not to go beyond the 
word of the Lord in this matter, while at the 
same time they feel disposed to cultivate a 
spirit of christian affection, and unity of ac- 
tion in all those great and important, as well 
as minor subjects, on which they are happily 
agreed with their fellow christians, hoping 
and trusting that the time will come, when all 
Christians will see eye to eye, and walk hand 
in hand, in all the statutes and ordinances of 
the Lord blameless. 


Why do Christians and especially young 
converts in their conversations, and in their 
contemplations, think and speak more of 
Christ than of the Father and of the Holy 
Ghost, since it is alone by the teaching of the 
spirit, that we are enabled to form any cor. 
rect views of our own moral character, or of 
the character of God, and are enablcd to re- 
joice in the divine perfections ? 
In answer to this query I would reply, Ist 
All the revelation we have of God, is through 
the medium of Jesus Christ or ‘* God manifest 
in the flesh.” It is impossible for us in our 
present state to form any satisfactory ideas of 
spiritual substances, but the human nature of 
Christ we can contemplate. In taking a body 
like our own the Godhead has condescended 
to accommodate himself to our senses, and 
through the veil of the flesh of Jesus, we are 
enabled to approach a subject, which inde- 
pendent of this medium, would forever have 
been beyond the ken of mortals. 

2d, It is the peculiar office work of the 
Holy Ghost to glorify Christ. We read in 
the valedictory address of Christ to his disci- 
ples, that it was needful for them that he 
should go away, and that if he went away he 
would send them the Holy Spirit, and he 
should glorify him, for he should take of his 
and shew it them; by which I understand 
that it is the province of the Divine Spirit to 
manifest the character, work, offices, perfec- 
tion and glory of the Son of God to his people, 
as well as to reprove the world of sin, of right- 
eousness, and of judgment. The Holy Ghost 
is the invisible agent who operates in a way 
that escapes the observation of our senses, and 
while he presents to the mind Jesus Christ or 
God manifest in the flesh. his own character 
asthe agent is not so forcibly brought into 
view. 

There is also in the system of grace and 
truth revealed in the Gospel, a peculiar con- 


mayor | nection between God manifest in the flesh, and 


his people. He sustains with them the char- 
acter of Elder Brother, High Priest, Hus- 
band, Head, Bridegroom, Prophet, or Teach- 
er, Bing, Mediator, Redeemer, Saviour, and 
Friend ; in each of these several relations, the 
Holy Ghost reveals him to the soul of the be- 
liever in agreement with the hély scriptures, 
and in the whole of this revelation God is glo- 
rified. 

The Church of the living God is a spiritual 
house over which Christ the Son presides, and 
| the voice from the excellent glory was,‘ This 


A 


is my beloved son, hear ye him.” Thus we 
discover according to the scriptures, God the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost engaged iu the 
work of salvation, and speaking to mortals 
through the medium of Christ ; shall] close these 
remarks with the words of the poet, 

Till God in human flesh I see, 

My thoughts no comfort find, 

The holy just and sacred three, 

Are terrors to my mind. 


But when Immanuel’s face appears, 
My dawning is begun, 
He is my soul’s sweet morning star, 
And he my rising sua. 


The opening heavens around me shine, 

With beams of heavenly bliss, 

While Jesus shews his heart is mine, 

And whispers I am his.

The worship which saints pay to Jesus 
Christ is not rendered him merely, as a com: 
pliance with a positive institution of God en- 
joining such worship upon them, agreeable to 
the language of the command recorded in 
John, vy. 23, where it is said “ that all men 
should honor the son even as they honor the 
Father,” but the worship which saints render 
to Christ is in consequence of the indwelling 
of God the Father and Son, agreeable to the 
language of the Saviour, John xv. 23. “Ifa 
man love me he will keep my words ; and my 
Fatber will love him, and we will come unto 
him and make our abode with him.” Love, 
adoration and praise, to the Saviour, are the 
spontaneous effusion of the renewed soul, 
prompted by the divine principle within, and 
such worship is right and acceptable to God.

DESIGN OF THE CHRISTIAN MINISTRY AND 
THE QUALIFICATIONS OF ITS MINISTERS, 
(Continued from page 191.) 

What moral qualifications are requisite in 
the ministry at the present age ? 

1. It is necessary that ministers possess 
attested piety. By piety is meant some- 
thing more than external gravity ; or 
strict morality; or a moral, enlightened 
and religious education : we mean those 
feelings, exercises and services: which 
demonstrate that the subjects are in heart 
consecrated toGod. That they desire to 
promote his glory and the cause of Christ 
in the world. They who have never felt 
the purity, goodness, and justness of the 
divine law, cannot exhibit and enforce, as 
the apostles did, its requirements upon the 
sinner’s heart. They who have never 
fled for refuge to lay hold on the hope of 
the gospel, cannot exhort others to. They 
who have never experienced the renova- 
ting power of the Sacred Spirit in their 
souls, producing a new creation, canrot 
urge the necessity of such a change on 
others. They who have never realized 
the purifying influences of the blood of 
Jesus Christ, creating peace in believing 
and joy in the sanctifying energies of the 
Holy Ghost in their hearts, cannot be- 
seech sinners in Christ’s stead, to be re- 
conciled unto God. Some may indeed 
use the language’ of revelation and often 
approach very near to its apparent mean- 
ing, but they discover soon, very soon, 
that they bave never been suljected them- 
selves to the will of God—never been 
raised above this world in holy affections ; 
never acknowledged the exceeding sinful- 


ness of sin and from the heart loathed it, 
never been animated and consoled by the 


prospects and consolations of a holy heav- 
eo in Christ. 

It is not only necessary that the minis- 
ter of Christ have piety ; it must be at- 
tested piety. He must not be a novice or 
a new convert, lest he be clothed with 
pride on account of his fancied aitain- 
ments and the dignity of his office and fall 
into the punishment of the devil. He 
must have some time to furnish satisfacto- 
ry evidence of the genuineness of his pi- 
ety before he assumes the sacred office. 

2. It is necessary that ministers have 
sufficient testimony that they are called 
of God to this sacred work. It is not eve 
ry well informed and practical christian 
thatis qualified forthe christian ministry. 
He has duties to perform, but they are 
different from those ofthe ministry. The 
ministry is a separate branch of the 
church. For this work, men are chosen 
by the great head of the church, like as 
the prophets and apostles were ; of this 
fact, they have as distinct evidence.— 
Their choice though not so open and sig- 
nal, is as evicent to others. 

It is distinguished by an ardent desire 
or the office. They are so strongly im- 
pressed with the value of immortal souls ; 
so deeply interested in their dangerous 
and perishing state, that they earnestly 
desire to proclaim the way of salvation to 
them. In this they are not governed by 
any mercenary motives, but by a desire to 
promote the glory of God and to be use- 
ful in the cause of Christ. The ministry 
absorbs their whole souls and every other 
employment is esteemed by them compar- 
atively trifling and unimpeartant. 

It is distinguished again by an aptness to 
teach. It is really surprising how this 
choice is manifested to others, by the im- 
provement of personal gifts and their de- 
sire to become better qualified to preach 
the gospel. These are convincing proofs 
of this fact, and the very reason why in- 
formed christians wish them to have an 
education. 

These are the persons who bear the 
divine impress of the sacred office.— 
These are the ministers to whom we are 
willing to look, and by whose judgment we 
are willing to abide. Because they are 
obedient servants to God and real friends 
to man, we exercise confidence in them 
and believe they will guide us, to the ut- 
most of their ability to heaven. 

Those who have these qualifications 
united with no more than ordinary abili- 
ties and plain sense, may and do preach 
with astonishing success. They are re- 
ally pious, in God then they delight.— 
They are chosen by him to preach the 
gospel ; they therefore will be assisted 
by his spirit, for he has said, my grace is 
sufficient for thee—* Lo I am with you 
alway even unto the end of the world.” 

2. What natural qualifications are ne- 
cessary for the ministry at the present 
age ? 

All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for all the duties of 
the Christian minister, that he might be 
properly furnished for his office. Hence 
the bible is the source whence he must 
derive the knowledge he requires. This 
contains all that is necessary for him to 
know of God, of Christ, of the Holy Ghost, 
of man, and what is essential to his pres- 
ent and future being. It should then be 
the standard, by which he ought always 
to abide, and be adopted as the only rule 
of his faith and practice. This has in ages 
past and will in those to come, direct the 
christian traveller to eternity and heav- 
en. The minister who makes the bible 
his daily study, and imbibes and 


its spirit in all his preaching and deport- 


ment, exhibits the most of the character 
and qualifications of the sacred office, 

To acquire a critical and tho 
knowledge of this volume should be his 
constant exertion. All his researches 
should sustain some relation to this grand 
object. The more knowledge he obtains 
of ancient history, geographical, civil, and 
natural ; of ancient customs and the lan- 
guages of ancient countries, especially of 
those in which the scriptures were writ- 
ten, the better prepared he will be to un- 
derstand and illustrate them. The more 
he studies the scriptures, the more he 
will learn of man, his propensities, and 
passions, in short of his general character, 
the more he will become instructed jn 
the true nature of all earthly scenes and 
employments. If he associates with man- 
kind he will make the application and jl- 
lustration of his knowledge. Here he 
will be continually learning how necessary 
itis that he should be as wise as the ser- 
pent, and as harmless as the dove. Here 
he will imperceptibly acquire a spirit 
of prudence, while he maintains his strict 
fidelity. Thus he will fulfil in some de- 
gree that admirable description ofa minis- 
ter given by the apostle Paul, that he must 
be blameless, vigilant, sober, of good be- 
haviour, given to hospitality, apt to teach, 
not given to wine, no striker, not greedy 
of filthy lucre ; but patient, not a brawler, 
not covetous, not self-willed, not soon an- 
gry, a lover of good men, sober, just, boly 
and temperate, &c.

Manchester, Oct. 14—A most shocki 
event has occurred here this morning, which 
will cause much grief to many families in hum- 
ble life. Amongst the immense number of 
cotton factories erected this year in the town, 
one has been built near Oldfield roadin Sal- 
ford, we believe by J. Bateman, Esq. It was 
fire proof. No timber was usedin it. The 
principal supports were of cast iron. The 
floors cons’sied of iron beams, over which 
were thrown arches of brick work, which 
were covered with flags. The building is 
about 7 stories high. It has been a short 
time since completed and filled with machine- 
ry, and let to various tenants, one of whom is 
Mr. Gough, well known to many mechanies 
as aninventor of a steain carriage. Several 

hundred persons were employed i the mill. 
About nine o’ciock this morning, the iron 
beam which supported the floor of the fifth 
story Instantly broke in two. Instantly one 
half of the heavy floor gave way, and in a few 
second a chasm was made within the building, 
from the fifth story to the cellars. Every 
oor was broken through, and machinery, 
iron, and bricks, and flags, all went in one 
congregated mass. The unfortunate human 
beings who were at work under the part of 
the building where this event occurred, were, 
many of them, buried in the ruins, instantly 
plunged into eternity. Those in the other 
part of the mill appear to have escaped with- 
out any material injury, though many in their 
fright jumped out of the windows. The state 
of alarm and confusion while the event occur- 
red was dreadful. Mothers and wives were 
seen ruping about in every direction, anxious’ 


| to now the fate of their relatives, and many 


of them were hours before they could obtain 
information, and then probably they ascertains 
ed they were lost for ever. “On account of 
the threatening appearance of the outer wall 
a short time elapsed before the workmen 
could venture to remove the ruins. They 
svon, however, proceeded to work. .with con- 
siderable confidence, and by their exertions 
a number of bodies have been dug out of the 
ruins. Itis yet difficult to obtaine precise 
state of the killed and wounded.’ ‘Seventeen 
dead bodies are now lying in an outhouse near 
the mill. Two more have been known to be 
taken home by their relatives, and it is yet 
currently reported that two other persons who 


were known to be in the factory are, missing, 
inaking in the whole eer 208 killed. About 


iS or 14 are badly wounded.—Several were 
got out of the ruins after being there some 
time without material injury. The individu 
als killed were principally females. 

The Bouroughreeve and constables of Sal- 
ford, with a number of police officers, imme- 
diately repaired to the place of this dreadful 
accident, but the immense concourse of peo- 
ple which gathered from all parts rendered it 
impossible for the Civil Power to keep the 
ground and premises clear for the labourers 
employed in removing the ruins. A dismoune- 
ted detachment of the Scots Grays was ac- 
cordingly seat from the Hulme Barracks, who 
rendered great assistance to the civil Power.

the barbarians, than Lord Exmouth’s 
squadron. Mr. Temple, the American 
missionary at Malta, distributed some Ara- 
bic Testaments among them, and in a let- 
ter dated September 3d, 1824, inserted in 
the Missionary Herald for the present 
month, he says : 

A few days ago, I went on board the 
frigate, which carried to Algiers the 210 
Algerine prisoners, who had been taken 
by the English, on their return from a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, and detained several 
months in this island. 1 went with Dr. 
Dalton, and carried about twenty New 
Testaments ia Arabic, and 40 or 50 copies 
of Genesis in the same language. We 
found a young Jew of Algiers with them, 
who spoke Italian, so that I was enabled, 
through him, to converse with them. 
They received the books, particularly the 
‘Testaments, with great readiness and ap- 
parent gratitude, and one old man wept, 
when we told him we had distributed all, 
and had none forhim. One was however 
sent to him by Mr. Dalton, after our re- 
turn. You would have considered it a 
very interesting spectacle, could you 
have seen Christian missionaries giving 
the New Testament, through the hands of 
a Jew, to Mahometans, nay to Algerines. 
There was among them an orphan boy, 
who interested us much. He was about 
twelve years old, read with great fluency 
the book we gave him, and had a remark- 
ably mild and intelligent countenance. 
While these pilgrims have been here, 
they have received a large number of co- 
pies of the Scriptures, besides these giv- 
en on the above occasion. They left ap- 
parently much satistied with the treatment 
received here during their detention. We 
gave copies only to these whe could read. 
Probably no pilgrims ever derived so 
much benefit from a pilgrimage to Mecca 
belore.

THE BIBLE RECEIVED WITH GRATITUDE BY 
ALGERINES. 

During the hostilities between the Brit- 
ish government and the Dey of Algiers in 
April last, 210 Algerines were taken pris- 
oners on their return from a pilgrimage 
to Mecca, and carried into Malta. At the 
time of their capture, they were in a dis- 
eased state, fromthe hardships they un- 
derwent in their pilgrimage, but in conse. 
quence of the kind treatment which they 
received at Malta, they were completely 
restored to health, and went away expres- 
sing thejr warm gratitude to the English. 
This is the best way of conquering ene- 
mies. Kindness willdo more to subdue 


employed by us, which, with the blessing 
of God, may have contributed to the 
general reformation which at present 
prevails among us. 

in the spring of 1823, having for some 
time seen with regret, that all our preach- 
ing seemed as water spilt on the dry 
ground, which cannot be gathered ; we 
resolved, that we would try to attract the 
public attention to reading the Holy Scrip 
tures. Hence, we constituted, ina short 
time after, the first Sunday School ever 
known in this part of our State. After 
the nature of the institution was explain- 
ed to the people, almost every one enter- 
ed into the business with avidity. Many 
persons of respectability offered their 
services, either as teachers or managers ; 
and if possible, the children exceeded 
their parents in zeal for the school. The 
first school contained about 40 constant 
readers ; but soon sfter, five or six others 
were constituted, several of which had 
between 60 and 70. Atthe close of the 
first quarter, | attended the examination 
of two of the schools. In the first, on 
Lord’s-day, there were repeated 2,200 
verses, which had been memorized most- 
ly by small children. In the second 
school, on the Lord’s-day following, there 
were repeated 2,300. In both instances 
some of their readers were absent. In 
this school there were two young women, 
one of whom had committed to memory 
19 chapters, and the other 15. 

I visited most of the other scheols, but 
not on the day ofexamination. Wherever 
the schools were well attended they pro- 
ved a blessing in reforming the morals 
and manners of the people. Testaments 
were eagerly sought after, and both old 
and young sought every opportunity to 
peruse their sacred contents. The most 
of the meeting houses, where the schools 
were fixed, were unoccupied for public 
preaching, except once a month. ~ Conse- 
quently, three Sundays in the month had, 
before this, been spent in idleness. To 
the thinking part of the community, it 
afforded pleasure to find that these insti- 
tutions supplied the want of preaching ; 
and in a great degree prepared the schol- 
ars to receive the word with more promp- 
titade. However, a stop was put to the 
schools as soon as the cold weather began, 
with a design to renew them the ensuing 
spring. But before they had entirely 
— our most glorious revival commen- 
ced. 

In one church, where the school was 


course of this revival, 143 baptized. 
Here almost the whole school followed 
the Lord Redeemer, and have been bap- 
tized. Many of them are youths, not 
exceeding from 13 to 15 years of age. 
All of them seem to have arisen to new- 
ness of life. : 

T he revival still continues, but not with 
the same warmth, as formerly. Baptism 
is yet frequently administered, but the 
candidates are not so numerous as they 
have been. Inthe present month there 
have been 59 baptized, making in all in 
this county since the first of last Janua- 
ry, 687. The blessed work is still spread- 
ing in other places, not only in this, but 
in some of the adjoining counties. In 
Martin county the beavenly flame has 
been kindled in a neigbourhood, which, 
until now, has been perfectly destitute of 
any who appeared on the Lord’s side. A 
new charch (called New Hope) will, it 
is expected, be soon constituted there. 
Thirty have already been baptized, and 
the prospect is still increasing. We have 
indeed been wonderfully blessed by the 
Lord, not only in the conversion of so 
many of our fellow creatures, but with an 
uncommon share otf health ; and perhaps 
there never were seen more abundant 
crops. These lines are fallen unto us, 
indeed, in pleasant places ; yea, we have 
a goodly heritage.

Vattey Towns, Nov. 30. 
Dear BrotHer, 

You ask how we come on at the Mis- 
sion: I reply, we have various causes of 
pain and pleasure.—Sometimes all seems 
promising and full of encouragement, and 
at other times painful and discouraging 
circumstances cast agloomy aspect over 
all the scene. However, on the whole, ! 
feel assured that the Redeemer’s kingdom 
is gaining ground, and that the sacred 
truths of the Gospel are commending 
themselves to the consciences of the hea- 
then, much more extensively than is gen- 
erally imagined. 

I feel daily more and more convinced of 
the necessity of an unreserved relinquish- 
ment of self, in body and soul, in order to 
contentmet amid the privations, anxie- 
ties, trials, and labours of a missionary 
life. 1 fear all our brethren who eolist 
in this service, do not first count the cost ; 
andthe result is, disappointment, vexa- 
tion, discouragement, to themselves and 
their companions. 

Since I have been away, an Indian 
from a distant town came to enquire about 
the teaching of the Gospel. My wife 
talked to him by an interpreter, and be 
said he would come again in ten days. 
Another, who brought a young man to 
school this morning, is now waiting till 
evening for the interpreter to return, that 
he may hear more about the way of. life. 
He wishes very much that | would come 
oftener to preach at their Town house.

GEOLOGICAL CURIOSITY. 


Harrison County, Va. Oct. 7.—Within 
200 yards from the road leading from 
Clarksburg up Elk Creek to Booth’s Fer- 
ry, and within 5 1-2 miles from the latter 
place, on the premises of David Hail, a 
company has been for some time enga- 
ged at intervals, in boring for salt ; they 
commenced in the bed of the Creek upon 
a solid rock ; at the distance of about 24 
feet, they struck alarge vein of beautiful 
water, exceedingly cold, and a little brak- 
ish to the taste, which discharges itself at 
the top of a small gun inserted into the 
rock, about 18 inches high. ~ At the dis- 
tance of about 118 feet, they passed 
through a rich vein, or bed of copper, 
about 4 feet in thickness ; and at the depth 
of about 80 feet, they opened a strong 
vein of wind, which instantly found vent 
at the top of the well in a tremendous 
roaring and spouting of water throwing up 
perpendicular columns of that element to 
the distance of 30 feet!! Although the 
diameter of the well is not more than 2 1-4 
inches, it is supposed there is not less than 
260 gallons of water discharged in one 
minute oftime!! For some distance round 
this perpendicular shoot of water, plays 
ao imperceptible gas or vapour so very 
inflammable, as instantly to take fire when- 
ever that element comes in contact with 
it. The virge of circumference of this 
gas is not perceptible, therefore those 
who are not acquainted with its ignitible 
qualities, inthe act of putting fire to this 
curious lamp of nature, have found them- 
selves enveloped in flame, and pretty well 
singed before they had the idea of being 
within reach of its touch! It has been 
tried in vain to extinguish the flame with 
water. 

The only effectual method is to smother 
it with a large cloth, which can only be 
applied when the spouting and flame has 
somewhat abated. The intervals between 
the times of spouting are uncertain : it has 
been known to spout two or three times in 
a week, and may be seen to spout at any 
time, by putting down the poles after the
